shore area. 


She pointed out Louisiana will 


lose sums paid for oil operations 
beyond the three mile area, If the 
government should obtain owner- 
ship from the state. 


Oil firms now drilling 
beyond 


the three mile limit include Kerr- 
McGee, Stanollnd, Superior, Mag- 
nolia, Pure, California and Hum- 
ble.

Navarro county's cotton produc- 
tion for 1848 exceeded that of 1947 
by 2,291 bales, according to an As- 
sociated Press dispatch from Fort 
Worth relative to production in 
the Fort Worth area. 


The 1948 production for Navarro 
County was 45,833 bales as compar- 
ed with 43,642 In 1947. This county 
was fifth in production in this dis- 
trict for both years, the U. S. Cen- 
sus Bureau said. 


Ellis county again topped the dis- 
trict with 70,155 bales while Hunt 
county was second with 68,028; Hill 
third, 65,440; McLennan: fourth, 85,- 
219; while fifth, place Navarro was 
trailed In sixth place by 
Fonnln 


with 37,791. Dallas county was sev- 
enth with 17,983. 


W. H. Walker, Navarro county 
agent, predicts that 10 per cent ad- 
ditional acreage in the county will 
be devoted to cotton next year. He 
bases his prediction on the putting 
into cultivation some lands In pas- 
ture and Idle the past several years. 
A slight Increase in acreage was 
seen in 1948 as compared with the 
previous year. 


Walker is of the opinion that the 
Increase was due to better crops 
In the creek and river lowlands in 
1948, plus early Insect control 
on 
the uplands, to off-set the dry wea- 
ther conditions of the summer.
